Laxness among civilian defense authorities because 
of their readiness to issue diplomas and sleevebands to 
men who have taken only 10 vague hours of instruction in 
a course the Red Cross has prescribed as a minimum of 20 
hours of intensive study. 

6. The deplorably small percentage of attendance at all 
‘aid for air raid wardens,

Dr.Ogburn at University 
Visualizes After-War 
Changes. 


ATHENS, Ga., March 4. 
fessor William F, Ogburn, of the 
University of Chicago, believes the 
capitalistic era is about over and 
that the present economic system 
will give way to a planned econ- 
omy, “a sort of state capitalism.” 

There is likely to be a great 
union of business and government, 
with the government in command, 
Professor Ogburn said in an ad- 
dress prepared for delivery at the 
University of Georgia tonight. 

State Capitalism. 

“This union of government and 
industry,” he said, “will be a sort 
of state capitalism, with the man- 
agers in the role of power. The 
money-makers and great barons of

the capitalistic era will have less | 


power than the 
neers, production managers and 
co-ordinators.” 

The professor said that in his 
opinion the union of business and 
government would result in a 
great expansion of the executive 


branch of the federal government | 


and more power to the President. 

“Government will be bigger and 
more powerful than anyone ever 
dreamed it could,” said Osburn. 
“The government will assume the 
task of making the economic sys- 
tem run one way or another. 
There will Le 27,000,000 men to 
demobilize from the armed forces 
and war industries after the war. 
This cannot be done without the 
government taking charge. 

“Unemployment might cut the 
national income from 105 billions 
to 60 or 70 billions. Therefore 
there will be great pressure to 
avoid this and to give the soldiers 
work. The government is likely 
to assume _ responsibility for a 
continued control of prices.” 

The physical changes in the 
American mode of life will be just 
as great, he forecast. “With two 
or three million persons able to 
fly and great airplane factories, 
we are sure to ride much more 
frequently in airplanes. With the 
helicopter and autogiro ascending 
and descending automatically, and 
with the ability to fold their wings 
and run along the ground like an 
automobile, air taxi service is 
likely.

It Had to Come 

The RAF bombing of war factories in the 
Paris area had to come. It was impossible for 
the United Nations, locked in a death struggle 
with the Axis, to permit these large factories 
to go on turning out vital material of combat 
for the enemy without any attempt to inter- 
rupt or halt production. 

That numbers:of French civilians were 
killed or injured in the bombing is unfortunate 
but, under modern conditions of war, inevitable. 
When war factories are placed in close proxi- 
mity td homes, it is unavoidable that some of 
the damage done shall smash homes and kill 
civilians. 

Tens of thousands of British civilians have 
been slain in air raids on British cities which 
lacked entirely the excuse that the bombs were 
aimed at military centers of production plants. 
When German bombers fly low and sweep 
streets with machinegun fire, there can be no 
excuse that this is aimed at a military objective. 

Petain may protest from Vichy, and 
undoubtedly the German propaganda machine 
will make much capital out of the Paris bomb- 
ing. It may, in fact, further alienate some 
sections of the French people from the United 
Nations. Most intelligent French will know, 
however, that it cannot be helped and, if it 
brings defeat of the Axis nearer, it is truly 
in the cause of the real France. 

There will be more bombings of occupied 
France, whether in Paris suburbs or elsewhere. 
For the RAF will strike wherever it can do 
damage to the German war machine, the most 
important division of which is war industry. 

These bombings are but the forerunner of 
more and worse bombings to come, that shall 
drive deeper and deeper into the heart of the 
German war machine until, if necessary for 
victory, every city sheltering a war production 
plant that turns out shells or guns or pe or 
trucks or tanks intended to kill the men, women 
and children of the United States, of Britain, 
of any of the United Nations, shall be smashed 
to dust and pulp.

To Stop Profiteerin 

“Ceiling” on rents in communities where 
Army posts or defense industries have created 
a housing shortage, was placed this week by 
Price Administrator Leon Henderson. Twenty 
communities were named, including Columbus, 
Ga. and 8,000,000 persons are normally 
residents of the areas included. 

Most of the 20 cities named were ordered 
to reduce rents to the level of April 1, 1941, 
though several, including Columbus, were told 
to go back to the January 1, 1941, level. A city 
like Columbus, with Fort Benning, permanent 
Army establishment near by, undoubtedly felt 
the housing shortage before those which have 
more recently had an influx of goldiers or 
defense workers. 

It is to be hoped Atlanta will be forewarned 
in this matter. With the coming of the new 
bomber plant to Cobb county, only 12 miles 
from this city, there will undoubtedly be 
tremendous demand for housing space for the 
workers who will come with it. It is estimated 
that, almost from the start, 40,000 persons will 
work in that plant. 

Atlanta property gwners should be prepared 
now, and forewarned, so they will not be guilty 
of any of that “rent-gouging” which will, 
inevitably, result in a similar “rent-ceiling” to 
that already imposed on other cities. Better 
to be satisfied with just and reasonable rentals 
than to be made to obey an iron-clad ruling of 
the price administrator.

Regardless of 
the consequences, India must be given the 
inspiration that will make her a strong link 
in the chain that is desperately trying to hold 
the Axis attackers until the time when the war 
power of the United States has reached that 
point where we,,instead of the enemy, shall 
attack and they, instead of us, shall be desper- 
ately striving to defend their last strongholds.

Defense Bond Sales 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau has 
announced the American public bought $703,- 
600,000 worth of Defense Bonds in February, 
compared to $1,060)3547,000 in January. Thus 
the nation has fallen somewhat below the 
average monthly rate desired for 1942. That 

rate is $1,000,000,000 worth per month. 


The Secretary of the Treasury, in explaining 
the February drop, said many people had 
purchased their entire quota in January. No 
individual may buy more thar? $5,000 worth of 
Series E bonds or $50,000 worth of Series F and 
G in one year. 


The Secretary overlooked, however, the 
outstanding reason for the temporary slump.

While General Douglas MacArthur’s valiant 
forces, though outnumbered approximately 10 to 
1, were courageously counterattacking the Nip- 
ponese invaders on the Island of Luzon, win-

It is down in the War 
College on a point looking out on the Potomac. The chief who 
occupies, the silent corner offite is Lieutenant General Lesley J. 
McNair. When he has something to say he says it in few words 
and does not hav@_to use a loudspeaker voice to make the few de- 
cisive and effective. 

I first knew him back in Pershing’s G. H. Q. in France as a 
young man in war plans who won respect for his talent in com- 
mand organization and tactics. Subsequently, as his elders retired, 
he was marked for the chief of G. H. Q. in charge of all the pro- 
gressive training and organization for combat of our new Army. 

Most of his day in that quiet office is spent in conferences. He 
works over his papers and reports at night.

Power Without Fuel

“Getting religion” is now a slang expression, meaning to see the 
light in politics or any other secular matter; but our fathers used it 
seriously and literally. When a sinner “got religion,” it was an 
experience never to be forgotten by himself or the spectators. 

An itinerant evangelist came to town, established himself in a 
tent or a local church, and preached hell and damnation morning 
and night every day for a couple of weeks. Thousands of people 
listened to him from first to last, but to most of them it was only a 
form of entertainment. They felt nothing. They gained nothing. 

Only a few dozen or a few scoré “got religion.” Something the 
preacher said opened their eyes or awakened their sleeping con- 
sciences, and they got a clear look at themselves for the first time in 
their lives. What they saw appalled them. They were shamed to 
the marrow. They “got religion” in a big way, and it transformed 
their lives and made them zealous partisans and servants of the Lord. 

Now, there are many ways to get religion, and many kinds of 
religion to get. 

In one of his long editorials, Henry R. Luce, editor of Life, re- 
cently analyzed the state of the world and confessed himself mysti- 
fied by some strange lack in our people. We are aroused, united, 
determined, brave; but something is obviously missing. We aren't 
clicking. 

What is wrong? The answer, or part of the answer, is very 
simple—though overlooked or disputed by many of our leaders. 

The New Deal changed us. For eight years we looked to Wash- 
ington for everything. We left everything to Roosevelt and quit 
trying to think for ourselves, and now we can’t change back to the 
mental attitude of free citizens. We are not “complacent;” we sim- 
ply can’t think of it as our job. Roosevelt will do it all, as usual. 
Why worry? 

Our people are fighting because they were attacked. But they’ 
have no soul-stirring, driving conviction or ism to give them the 
zeal of crusaders and make service a joy. We need some ball of 
fire—some new prophet from the desert—to arouse us like an alarm 
in the night and help us to “get religion.” We aren't likely to click 
until we do.
